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Ethics,  economy  debated

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“We  have  to  legislate  morals,  or  we  will 
deteriorate  and  become  animals,”  said 
James  E.  Faust,  a Salt  Lake  attorney, 
during  the  panel  discussion  Monday  noon 
that  marked  the  beginning  of  “Mormonism 
Meets  the  Issues”  Week. 

The  panel  consisted  of  Faust,  the 
campaign  manager  for  Senator  Frank  E. 
Moss  in  the  recent  election;  Wendell  J. 
Ashton,  a SLC  advertising  executive;  and 
Heber  Wolsey,  assistant  to  the  president  at 
BYU  in  charge  of  university  relations. 

All  three  of  these  men  were  intensely 
involved  in  the  1968  campaign  against  the 
liquor  by  the  drink  referendum. 

Mr.  Ashton,  Latter-day  Saint  whose 
articles  appear  on  the  back  cover  of  the 
Instructor  magazine  said,  “This  was  more 
than  a liquor  by  the  drink  issue.  It  was  an 
issue  of  what  kind  of  moral  environment 
“the  state  of  Utah  would  have.” 

He  continued  to  define  this  principle 
issue  by  asking,  “Are  you  more  interested 
in  the  moral  environment,  or  are  you  more 
interested  in  the  economy?” 

Then,  in  reply  to  a question  about  the 
LDS  Church’s  stand  against  liquor  by  the 
drink  and  legislated  morality,  Mr.  Faust 
said,  “The  Church  has  a responsibility  to 
speak  out  on  moral  issues.” 


He  added,  “The  church  you  belong  to 
will,  always  reserve  the  right  to  comment 
on  moral  issues.” 

Mr.  Faust  indicated  that  because  of  the 
“long  train  of  social  implications” 
involving  broken  homes,  highway  fatalities 
and  other  social  problems;  the  state  and 
the  citizens  had  a “substantial  interest  in 
this  issue.” 

It  was  later  pointed  out  that  for  every 
dollar  spent  on  liquor,  seven  dollars  were 
required  to  handle  the  problems  created  by 
liquor. 

Mr.  Ashton  outlined  for  the  sparse 
audience  some  of  the  major  events  that 
took  place  in  the  1968  campaign  after  the 
petition  for  the  liquor  by  the  drink 
referendum  came  up. 

He  stated  the  First  move  was  to  “organize 
a committee  or  group  that  was 
representative”  of  Utah  citizens  who  were 
against  the  referendum. 

In  April  1968,  the  Citizens  For  A Better 
Utah  was  organized  with  Mr.  Richard  A. 
Van  Winkle,  the  current  president  of  the 
Salt  Lake  Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  the 
chairman. 

Mr.  Faust  stated,  “Every  interested 
group  was  given  an  opportunity”  to 
express  its  feelings. 


And,  Mr.  Ashton  said,  “The  most 
effective  advertisement  was  signed  by 
about  70  ministers  of  other  faiths,”  who 
also  felt  that  liquor  by  the  drink  would  be 
detrimental  to  the  moral  environment  of 
Utah. 

Speaking  today  as  part  of  the  Week’s 
continuing  activities  will  be  Elder  Bruce  R. 
McConkie  of  the  First  Council  of  the 
Seventy.  He  is  expected  to  speak  on 
Church  positions  with  regard  to 
contemporary  issues. 

At  12  noon  in  the  Varsity  Theater, 
William  R.  Siddoway,  assistant  academic 
vice-president  at  BYU  will  discuss  the  topic 
“BYU  as  an  Institution  of  Learning.” 

On  Wednesday  at  12  noon  in  321  ELWC, 
another  panel  will  consider  the  topic 
“Challenges  and  Opportunities  for 
Latter-day  Saints  in  Business.” 

That  afternoon  at  4 p.m.  in  184  JKB, 
Keith  E.  Garner,  a Regional  Representative 
and  businessman  from  Palo  Alto,  California 
will  tell  those  interested  “How  to  Make  a 
Million  Dollars.” 

President  Nathan  Eldon  Tanner  of  the 
First  Presidency  will  top  off  Wednesday 
with  an  address  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Joseph 
Smith  Auditorium  on  “Business  Ethics  and 
the  Latter-day  Saint.” 


Population  grows  by  25  million, 
Congress  to  require  reshuffling 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)-After  checking  and  double-checking, 
the  census  bureau  reported  Monday  the  1970  U.S.  population 
was  204,765,770— a gain  of  25  million  over  1960  which  will 
require  the  reshuffling  of  congressional  seats  in  14  states. 

The  decade’s  gain  of  25,442,595  Americans  was  second  only  to 
the  28  million  gained  in  1950-60.  But  on  a percentage  basis,  the 
13.3  per  cent  increase  was  the  second  lowest  since  the  7.3  per 
cent  gain  of  9 million  in  1930-40. 

The  final  figures  reported  to  President  Nixon  were  4.5  million 
more  than  those  contained  in  a preliminary  count  Sept.  l,when 
the  Census  Bureau  predicted  that  the  Final  count  would  be 
increased  by  4 to  5 million  after  all  military  men,  transients  and 
rechecks  had  been  counted. 


Preliminary  counts  raised  a chorus  of  complaints  across  the 
country  that  some  communities  had  been  under-counted.  But 
Commerce  Secretary  Maurice  Stans  said  Monday  that  a recheck  in 
500  communities  involving  about  30  million  persons  showed  that 
the  Final  tally  was  accurate  to  0.05  per  cent-or  Five  persons  our 
of  every  10,000. 

The  population  gain,  combined  with  population  shifts,  meant 
that  five  states  will  gain  representation  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  while  nine  others  will  lose  representation. 

California,  the  biggest  gainer  in  population,  will  add  Five  house 
seats.  Florida  will  get  three  more  and  Arizona,  Colorado  and 
Texas  will  gain  one  each. 
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The  following  article  by  Leo 
R os  ten  takes  a tongue-in-cheek 
look  at  today’s  university  system, 
and  recommends  some  changes.

No  fair-minded  cretin  can  deny 
that  our  colleges— so  lovingly 
nourished,  so  costly  to  maintain, 
so  irreplaceable  in  the  knowledge 
they  augment  and  dispense-are  in 
one  hell  of  a mess.  If  the  stupid 
Establishment  would  only  listen 
to  our  idealistic  children,  to  the 
sincere  college  students  who  only 
want  to  communicate  their 
superior  wisdom  in  meaningful 
monologues,  then  the  answer  to 
all  our  college  problems  would 
become  as  clear  as  the  nose  on  my 
face,  which  few  observers  fail  to 
notice. 

We  must  unmask  the  broad 
social  causes  that  underlie  campus 
unrest.  Once  we  understand  that, 
or  them,  the  cure  is  a cinch. 

I.  CAUSES 

Millions  of  decent  young 
Americans  annually  complete 
what  we  call  “high”  school.  (This 
usually  occurs  between  the  age  of 
16.)  These  innocent  youngsters 
are  cursed  with  materialistic 
parents  who  do  not  understand 
them.  The  insensitive  parents  fall 
into  three  inhuman  groups: 

A.  Parents  who  insist  that  their 
children  go  to  college  because 
they  are  naive  sentimentalists  and 
want  to  give  their  offspring  the 
best  education  possible. 

Going  to  a college  is,  of  course, 
not  the  same  as  getting  an 
education;  but  parents  in  Group  A 
are  ecstatic  if  their  progeny 
simply  use  up  four  years  on  a 
campus— even  though  Junior  hates 
to  read,  Missy  is  incapable  of 
understanding  why  water  runs 
downhill  instead  of  up,  and  both 
will  get  a B.A.  under  the  illusion 
that  the  Generalissimo  of

What’s  behind  the  shakeup  in 
the  Nixon  Administration 
Cabinet?  As  many  ideas  and 
claims  can  be  found  as  one  cares 
to  pursue.  Some  seasoned 
commentators  claim  the  whole 
cabinet  is  about  to  be  dumped.

(the  children)  around,  especially 
while  they  (the  parents)  want  to 
get  loaded  enough  to  ask  each 
other  how  in  the  world  they  (the 
parents)  had  ever  been  crazy 
enough  to  decide  to  have  them 
(the  children). 

C.  Mothers  and  fathers  who 
nag,  nag,  nag  their  sons  and 
daughters  into  surrendering  to  a 
college  official  only  because  of 
social  ambitions  that  are  based  on 
the  outmoded  American  dream  of 
providing  your  offspring  with 
every  chance  to  better  themselves. 
There  is  a widespread  illusion  in 
parental  circles  (even  parents  who 
are  “square”  move  in  circles)  that 
the  quickest  way  to  better 
yourself,  when  you  are  between 
1 6,  is  to  spend  the  next  four  years 
in  a college  dorm-playing  house, 
or  conducting  imaginative 
experiments  in  biology  with  bad 
boys  and  girls  from  good  families. 

But  these  foolish  parents  fail  to 
recognize  how  many  of  our  young 
people  want  to  spend  four  years 
not  with  boys  and  girls,  but  with 
boy-girls,  or  girl-boys,  or 
boys/girls  — who  are  the  most 
picturesque  of  all  in  dress,  posture 
and  dangling  participles. 


II.  CURE 

To  restore  a semblance  of 
justice  in  such  brutal  treatment  of 
the  young,  we  should  junk  our 
entire  college  treadmill  and 
replace  it  with  six  new,  different 
types  of  colleges,  specifically  set 


and  shortly  after  he  was  elected, 
he  publicly  declared  that  he 
would  “bring  this  country 
together”  and  that  his  would  be 
an  “open  Administration.”  In 
order  to  accomplish  both 
objectives  it  was  necessary  for  him 
to  include  in  his  Administration,  a 
number  of  men  who  were  not 
totally  committed  to  Nixon  and 
his  policies.

Of  these,  Hickel  was  fired  in  a 
face  to  face  encounter  with  the 
President  after  he  refused  to  quit 
following  hints  that  Nixon  would 
prefer  Hickel  to  leave  his  post. 
Romney,  despite  denials  by 
himself  and  aides,  continues  to  be 
mentioned  as  likely  to  leave  the 
White  House  group.  Kennedy  has 
all  but  received  his  walking 
papers. 

Finch  was  moved  from  his  HEW 
post  to  the  position  of 
Presidential  advisor.  He  is  still  in 
strong  with  Nixon  and  will 
probably  continue  their  long 
friendship,  but  as  an  advisor,  he  is 
removed  from  the  direct  glare  of 
the  public  eye.  More  importantly, 
his  job  is  now  simply  to  advise, 
not  to  make  policy  as  the  head  of 
a major  governmental  department. 

Moynihan  is  slated  to  leave  his 
post  as  an  advisor  to  the 
President.  However,  sources  say 
Nixon  is  quite  pleased  with  his 
performance  and  has  even  offered 
him  an  ambassadorship.  Moynihan

up  for  six  totally  different  kinds 
of  students:

reportedly  refused  however,  to 
protect  his  Harvard  tenure.  He 
stands  out  in  contrast  to  others 
expected  to  leave  Washington. 

To  this  list  may  be  added 
Attorney  General  John  Mitchell, 
who  will  be  leaving  his  position 
soon  in  order  to  head  up  Nixon’s 
campaign  for  1972.  Mitchell  will 
be  leaving  as  much  because  of  his 
wife  Martha’s  sometimes 
embarrassing  comments  and 
actions,  as  because  of  the 
upcoming  campaign. 

Hickel  deviated  from  the 
official  Nixon  line  on  several 
occasions.  The  most  obvious,  and 
the  most  politically  embarrassing, 
came  last  Spring  when  a letter 
that  Hickel  wrote  to  Nixon, 
criticizing  him  for  his  attitude 
toward  American  youth,  was 
leaked  to  the  press.

Romney  has  told  some 
intimates  that  he  wished  he  had 
greater  access  to  the  President. 
Romney  is  a strong  willed  man,  as 
well  as  a proud  and  capable  one 
and  therefore  understandably 
sensitive  to  his  relations  with 
Nixon.  He  and  the  President  have 
never  been  “intimates”  and  he  is 
not  a long  time  friend  and 
supporter  as  is  Finch. 

Kennedy,  not  related  to  the 
famous  clan,  is  65  years  old  and 
his  wife  is  ailing.  A former 
Chicago  banker  and  now 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  he  fails 
to  present  adequate  credentials  in 
his  relations  with  Congress.  Nixon 
does  not  consider  him  as  one  of 
his  top  economic  advisors, 
principally  because  he  does  not 
see  the  inherent  relationship 
between  the  economy  and 
politics. 

All  this  is  not  to  say  that 
Kennedy  is  not  competent;  he  is. 
But  still,  he  has  pot  particularly 
impressed  the  President. 

Put  all  of  the  above  information 
in  a pot  and  boil  it.  What  comes 
out?  Essentially  these  facts: 
Despite  Nixon’s  sincere  efforts  to 
maintain  his  ‘‘open 
administration,”  the  comments 
and  actions  of  some  of  his

Nobel  winner  fears  trip

MOSCOW  (UPI)— Novelist 
Alexander  I.  Solzhenitsyn,  in  a 
statement  made  available  Monday, 
said  he  decided  not  to  go  to 
Stockholm  to  receive  his  Nobel 
Prize  for  Literature  because  he 
feared  the  Soviets  would  bar  his 
return  to  Russia. 

The  reasons  for  the  decision 
were  set  forth  in  a letter 
Solzhenitsyn  sent  to  the  Swedish 
Academy  last  Friday. 

When  the  award  was  announced 
Oct.  10  Solhenitsyn  announced 
that  he  wanted  to  go  to 
Stockholm  personally  to  receive 
the  $78,000  prize. 

He  had  expressed  his  intention 
to  go  to  Stockholm, 
Solzhenitsyn’s  letter  to  the 
Academy  said,  “even  though  I was

Daniels  had  reportedly  just  left 
his  job  at  the  BYU  Post  Office 
and  was  attempting  to  traverse  the 
throughway  immediately  north  of 
the  ROTC  Building. 

One  hour  later,  a two  car

Nixon  signs  new  farm  bill 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
President  Nixon  signed  a new, 
three-year  farm  bill  Monday  that 
establishes  the  first  ceilings  ever 
on  the  amount  of  Federal  subsidy 
payments  a farmer  can  receive.

SAN  RAFAEL  (UPI)  - All  five 
Marin  County  Superior  Court

Miss  Davis,  Black  militant  and 
former  UCLA  faculty  member,  is 
charged  with  first  degree  murder 
and  kidnapping  for  allegedly 
buying  the  guns  used  in  the 
abortive  escape  attempt  by  San 
Quentin  convicts  from  Judge 
Harold  J.  Haley’s  courtroom  Aug. 
7.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  -

farmers  can  use  their  resources  to 
produce  their  most  favorable  crop 
and  make  more  efficient  use  of 
the  land. 

“One  important  result  should

The  bill  extends,  and  in  some 
cases  redesigns,  price  support  and 
acreage  control  programs  for 
wheat,  cotton  and  feed  grains  for 
the  years  1971  to  1973. 

Critics  have  claimed  that  it  will 
result  in  lower  farm  incomes  and 
have  cited  several  Republican 
defeats  in  farm  belt  election  races 
Nov.  3 as  proof  that  farmers  are 
dissatisfied  with  the  new  bill. 
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MOVING? 
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Former  Attorney  General  Ramsey  Clark  recently  termed  the  results 
of  outlawing  the  use  of  marijuana  in  the  United  States  as  “disastrous” 
and  suggested  that  it  be  legalized. 

Clark  said  he  pursued  the  possible  dangers  of  marijuana  when  he  was 
Attorney  General  in  the  Johnson  administration,  but  no  one  could 
prove  it  was  harmful. 

“The  consequences  of  our  position  on  marijuana  today  are 
disastrous,”  Clark  siad.  “Young  people  are  told  it  is  harmful.  When  they 
use  marijuana  without  harm,  it  breaks  down  respect  for  warnings  that 
LSD  and  stronger  narcotics  are  dangerous,”  he  added. 

Clark  made  the  comments  on  a CBS  television  interview,  “Face  the 
Nation.” 

He  said  the  history  of  marijuana  indicates  that  it  should  be  legalized 
and  sold  through  legitimate  channels.  He  added  that  users  of  marijuana 
should  not  be  forced  to  seek  it  from  underworld  dealers  in  dangerous 
drugs  who  can  lure  them  into  narcotics. 

But  several  local  legislators  and  senators  were  quick  to  refute  Clark’s 
statements. 

Arnold  C.  Roylance,  Utah  County  attorney  general-elect,  called  it 
“disastrous”  to  legalize  marijuana.  “It  leads  to  harder  drugs,”  he  said. 

Roylance  claimed  that  schools  lack  the  expertise  to  deal  with  the

drug  problem.  Investigations  need  sophistication,  and  law  enforcement 
needs  “a  little  extra  something.” 

Dean  Christiansen,  BYU  faculty  member  and  Utah  Senator  from 
District  15,  said  the  legalization  of  marijuana  would  be  a “big  error.” 

“It’s  disgusting  that  people  think  in  that  vein.  It  is  a new  low  for 
people  in  high  places  to  bow  to  minority  group  wishes,”  Christiansen 
said. 

“Doctors  and  physicians  agree  that  marijuana  is  detrimental  to  healh. 
I would  work  against  legislation  whole-heartedly,”  he  concluded. 

H.  Verlan  Andersen,  legislator  from  District  41,  is  “intensely 
opposed”  to  Clark’s  views  on  the  legalization  of  marijuana. 

“There  are  plenty  of  laws  on  the  books,”  he  said,  “they  should  be 
enforced.” 

Andersen  believes  that  the  restrictive  rules  and  regulations  that  the 
Supreme  Court  imposes  on  states  should  be  lifted  and  the  enforcing 
should  be  left  up  to  each  state.  ‘These  restrictions  impair  police 
officers,”  he  said. 

Ted  Davis,  legislator  from  District  42  is  also  opposed  to  the 
legalization  of  marijuana  and  does  not  agree  with  Clark. 

“I  see  why  J.  Edgar  Hoover  tagged  Clark  as  the  worst  Attorney 
General  we  have  ever  had  with  statements  like  these,”  Davis  said. 

“To  me,  it’s  like  opening  flood  gates  and  teaching  children  to  swim  in 
flood  waters,”  Davis  explained.  “Legalization  will  only  increase 
temptation,”  he  concluded.

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desegregation  suit 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Justice  Department  today  filed  its 
first  school  desegregation  suit  of 
the  1970-71  school  year— against 
the  public  school  system  of 
Valdosta,  Ga. 

Attorney  General  John  N. 
Mitchell  announced  the 
government  seeks  a court  order  to 
require  local  officials  to  carry  out 
their  voluntary  agreement  to 
desegregate  during  this  school 
year.  Valdosta  is  one  of  237 
southern  school  districts  which 
had  agreed  to  voluntary 
desegregation  plans  this  term. 

The  suit  filed  in  U.S.  district 
court  in  Macon,  Ga.,  charged  the 
Valdosta  Board  of  Education 


refused  to  implement  the  second 
phase  of  a two  step  desegregation 
agreement  submitted  Aug.  5, 
1969,  to  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare. 
(HEW). 

The  government  asked  the  court 
to  bar  the  Valdosta  board  from 
discriminating  against  black 
students  by  continuing  to  operate 
a dual  school  system  based  on 
race. 

It  also  asked  that  the  board  be 
ordered  to  seek  immediate 
technical  financial  aid  from 
HEW’s  Office  of  Education.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - In  the 
second  reduction  in  three  weeks, 
the  Federal  Reserve  Board  cut  its 
discount  rate  Monday  from  5%  to 
5 Vi  per  cent  in  a further  move  to 
ease  credit  and  stimulate  the 
slumping  economy. 

The  discount  rate  is  the  interest 
regional  Federal  Reserve  banks 
charge  on  loans  to  commercial 
banks. 

When  the  Federal  Reserve 
reduced  the  discount  rate  from  6 
to  5%  per  cent  Nov.  11,  it  was 
followed  the  next  day  by  a cut  in 
the  bank  prime  interest  rate  from 
IVi  to  7 per  cent.  The  prime  rate 
was  cut  again  to  7 per  cent  Nov. 
20. 


BERLIN  (UPI)  - West  German 
Christian  Democratic  Members  of 
Parliament  met  in  Berlin  Monday 
despite  Soviet  and  East  German 
opposition  and  Communist 
harassment  of  Western  traffic  to 
the  isolated  city. 

The  official  East  German  News 
Agency  ADN  said  the  Soviet 
Embassy  in  East  Berlin  had 
rejected  a Western  Allied  protest 
against  interference  with  Berlin 
traffic.  It  said  the  Soviets 
considered  the  American,  British 
and  French  notes  delivered  late 
Sunday  “unsatisfactory”  and 
inconsistent  with  the  stated 
Western  aim  of  reducing  tensions 
here. 

ADN  repeated  the  Communist 
contention  that  the  West  German 
political  meeting  in  West  Berlin 
was  a “provocation”  and  violated 
the  status  of  the  divided  city.

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Willis  M.  Banks  | 

Professor  Willis  M.  Banks,  in  his  fifth  year  at  BYU,  is  chairman  of 
BYU’s  General  Curriculum  Department.  This  department  is  actually  a 
junior  college  at  BYU  and  is  quite  new  on  campus. 

“This  department,”  remarks  Banks,  “focuses  the  educational 
emphasis  upon  freshman  American  Indian  students  to  help  insure  their 
success  at  BYU.”  Professor  Banks  notes  that  previous  to  the  formation 
of  his  department  the  rale  of  American  Indian  drop-outs  ran  68  per 
cent,  although  this  was  much  lower  than  other  universities.  “The 
department  has  had  tremendous  success,  and  has  lowered  the  drop-out 
rate  to  12.5  per  cent,”  explains  Banks.  ‘This  is  due  to  the  department’s 
use  of  different  teaching  techniques  in  helping  the  Indian  student 
conceptualize  that  which  he  studies.  They  attain  a feeling  of  real 
involvement.  These  classes  are  not  restricted  to  Indian  students  alone, 
in  fact  the  college  is  composed  of  a ratio  of  about  60  per  cent 
Caucasian  to  40  per  cent  American  Indian. 

“Unfortunately,  the  biggest  problem  our  department  faces  is  the 
often  prevalent  campus  image  of  the  American  Indian  student  as  being 
under  par  intellectually,”  said  Banks.  “However,  we  find  when  our 
teaching  methods  are  more  clearly  focused  upon  their  background,  we 
receive  fantastic  results.  ‘Blossoming  as  a rose’  is  a phrase  we  really  see 
in  our  work.” 

Professor  Banks  has  four  children  and  has  served  as  bishop,  high 
councilman  and  a member  of  the  General  Priesthood  Agricultural 
Committee.
